RECENT DEVELOPMENT IN 


GAS-TIGHT FUMIGATION

made in the development of gas-tight 
fumigation covers since this subject 
was first discussed at the citrus insti- 
tute in San Bernardino in February.

out experimental

aroused because he believes it will be 
well worth while for the citrus grow- 
ers to investigate this method and ex- 
periment with electricity in the control 
of the black scale and other citrus 
pests. 


"An electric current can be controll- 


ed so that it will either kill an ox ov 
benumb a 
fly." 
says Mr. 
MacRae. 


"The exact amount of current neces- 
sary to kill scale can be determined 
with the idea of killing without injur- 
ing the tree. If cotton plants receive 
no injury from a shock that kills the 
boll weevil it is reasonable to suppose 
that the citrus tree will stand a voltj 
age that will kill scale. Electric cur- 
rent in reasonable amounts is known 
to be beneficial to plant life as well as 
to human life. 


"One of the reasons why I believe it 


is well worth trying is the fact that in 
tho Rialto district I have repeatedly 
noticed that hot. electrical winds, of 
which that district is subject at certain 
seasons, almost invariably kill the scale 
pests, leaving the acreage so clean as 
not to necessitate fumigation. 
These 


electrical winds are not beneficial to 
tlu> tree, in fact it is well known that 
they cause damage to tho foliage, and 
set back the growth of the tree. 
But 


these winds are extreme in electrical 
action, and are accompanied by buruing 
heat. 
"I am inclined to believe that a con- 


trolled electrical current may eradicate 
scale, and I. have taken the matter up 
with state and federal experts." 


in such covers for general fumigation 
work. In this work it has been found 
that not only better and more uniform 
results can be secured, but results can 
bo secured where it is not possible to 
get results with canvas tents. With the 
tents now in use fully 50 per cent of 
tho gas is shot into the air with no 
effect whatsoever, so far as results on 
the scale are concerned. Even if this 
escape of gas were uniform allowance 
might bo made for it, but such is not 
the case. The escape of gas through 
canvas tents is exceedingly variable, 
since the tightness of the canvas is 
dependent on weather conditions. Can- 
vas tents allow the greatest escape of 
gas when dry and are practically gas 
tight when wet, with various grada 
tions between 'these extremes. 
This 


variability in leakage may occur in tho 
same night. It also varies differently 
in different sections, as in inland dis- 
tricts and sections near the coast where 
there is more fog and moisture. 


While tho proposition of gas-tighi 


tents has been in getting a tent that 
would meet commercial requirements 
the use of gas-tight tents has been dis 
couraged rather than otherwise, anc 
there has been very real difficulties in 
connection with the production of a sat 
isfactory gas-tight tent. It is not very 
difficult to make a fabric gas-tight, bu 
to make it gas-tight and at the sam 
time practical for use in connectioi 


he tent. A recent test has been car- 
ied on at Corona, where such a tent 
vas pulled over 1000 trees. About 90 
er cent of these trees were recently 
>runed lemon trees, full of snags, 
vhich made a very severe test of the 
durability of the tent. No tears occur- 
•ed in this tent and it held up remark- 
ably well. This fact, together with tho 
other qualities necessary, that is, ease 
n pulling over the tree, and lightness, 
las brought us to the point where we 
feel that we are ready to recommend 
iuch tents for commercial use. 


A few strings of these tents will be 


n the field during the present season, 
such strings to work under the direc- 
tion of the citrus experiment station, 
and other points in connection with 
jas-tight tents will be determined with 
such commercial operation in the field. 


It is estinlated that the average cost 


of cyanide per tree under present meth- 
ods is about 20 cents. The use of gas- 
tight fumigation tents will effect a sav- S. 
ing of about 50 per cent, or ten cents »'{J 
a tree. If one of these tents covers 800 ft* 
trees in a season, the saving effected in £|« 
gas alone womd amount to $80 a season £jj 
for each tent in use. In two or three 
seasons the tent will have paid for it- 
self in tho saving of gas effected. It is § 
expected, 
therefore, 
that 
gas-tight §, 


tents will materially reduce fumigation \\t 
costs to the grower, and the experiment gj 
station is interested in the proposition 
of course from this standpoint, but al- 
so from the standpoint of the better 
and more uniform results that may bo 
expected.

This was an obstacle unexpected 
in tent development. The underside of 
the tent soemed perfectly smooth and 
it looked as though it should pull over 
tree as easily as an ordinary canvas 
tent of the same weight, but it proved 
that while the ruberized cloth might 
be the same weight, it was much more 
difficult to pull over the trees. That fea- 
ture has now been overcome, however, 
by the rubber being spread on, on one 
surface of tho fabric. The tents that 
are now being put out have six coats 
of rubber, the last 
coat, containing 


aluminum, which reflects sunlight and 
makes a condition of darkness under

Editor of the Argus:— 


In your last issue I see that you de- 


plore the slowness on the part of those 
who defeated the high school bonds at 
election, in suggesting any constructive 
plan. 


In a way you are right. It is true 
that the policy pursued so far by both 
sides has been only conductive to bit- 
terness and hard feelings. I have been 
"hoping that somebody might suggest 
a plan that would enable the district 
to go ahead and build. 


The plan which I suggest, though not 


as practical as I could wish, is the 
most practical that I can think of. I 
will give it, in the hope that if it does 
not meet with approval, that it may 
lead to some plan that will. 


But before submitting my plan, I 


would like'to review the situation some- 
what, and see how we have come to 
land >in the presnt tie-up. 


At first it would be only natural to 


say that the on-e-s to blame were those 
who defeated the bonds at election. 
But to put the blame on them looks to. 
me like blaming the man who refuses 
to take the counterfeit bill, instead of 
the one who made it. 


Take the matter of the first $350,000 


proposition. Hero the sum asked for 
was 'So ridiculously large that no pru- 
dent electorate could have been ex- 
pected to vote it. If not over $200,000 
had been put up to the people at this 
time, it would have been voted. 


There can be no question about the 


wisdom of voting down that issue. 


Now we come to the second bond 


election. 
Here the amount agreed on 


was reasonable. In fact the measure 
itself was all right, but the other con- 
ditions were all wrong. 
It seemed to me that if the majority

set out by their talk and actions to so 
exasperate a goodly portion of the peo- 
ple,xthat the defeat of this issue would 
be made certain, +hoy could not have 
ateared their course any better to ac- 
complish that result. 


On the other hand, whether we who 


voted against the bonds did right to 
(urn down a good measure; on account 
of bad conditions going with it, might, 
I suppose, bo questioned by some. 


The question now is, how are we 


going to remedy the condition that the 
defeat of the bonds leaves us in? Tin- 
loss a .friendlier spirit of compromise 
is shown, than has been done so far, 
there is no use trying to do anything. 


The people have plainly shown that 


they will not put their money into the 
hands of the majority members of tho 
board, to be spent entirely in their own 
way, maybe against the helpless protest 
of the minority members. 


It seems no one will resign, and we 


cannot recall. It is ten to one that 
the spring election will not change mat- 
ters any, so it would be best to evolve 
some plan by which the present board 
can handle the situation. 


'My plan to do this would be to give 


both majority and minority board mem- 
bers tin equal voice in matters. 


I think that this could be done by 


an agreement, that until the proposed 
high school building is completed, no 
action will be taken, or measures put 
through, with any member of the board 
voting against it. 


Let an agreement to that effect be 


drawn up so plainly that there can be 
no chance for misunderstanding. 
Let 


it be signed by all members, passed 
at a board meeting, and incorporated 
in the minutes. Let the board then 
notify the people of their agreement, 
call an election for any reasonable sum 
that the five members may decide on, 
and I will venture to say that there 
would be no troupe in getting the 
bonds carried. 


This plan probably will not suit the 


extremists on either side. 


But thero are many of us who aro 


not extremists that would like to have 
some working plan evolved. 


I have never broached this plan to 


any members of tho board. It is.just 
my own idea in the matter.' 


It seems to me that if the five mem- 


bers of the board are really in earnest, 
and want to got new buildings, that 
they ought to consent to some such 
plan as this, propose a better one,- re- 
sign or do something. 


The merit of this plan is, that is can 


be put into effect quickly and bring 
results, and it is only following cus- 
tomary 
practice 
of 
most 
business 


boards not to over-ride a strong min- 
ority where any considerable sum of 
money is involved. 


If this rule had been pursued when 


the matter of teachers' salaries and 
the 3 or 4 year contract with the prin- 
cipal came up, this row never would 
have been started,

ly in Covina. Who is responsible! 


If we are going to get any action in 


a reasonable length of time, we must 
compromise. 
This is no time for a

Fumigation in Tulare county : and 


other counties north of the Tehachepi 
is being performed on 8. much greater 
acreage than in past years, according 
to a report made this week by the Owl 
Fumigating corporation of Azusa, mak- 
ers of liquid cyanide. This firm is ship- 
ping large quantities of material by 
truck to middle-state and northern 
points. 
The company has reports from the 


county horticultural commission of Tu- 
lare county, showing better than a 99 
per cent kill on a large number of 
groves. This is the section where the 
citrocolo scale is the pest that must be 
controlled. On one grove the commis- 
sion reports that 2,2.28 scale were count- 
ed, finding five alive; another grove, 
42,737 scale counted, with 21 found 
alive; another grove, 28,855 scale count- 
ed, with 28 found alive. Tho commis- 
sion states that all s<-ale counted and 
considered doubtful arc counted as be- 
ing alive. 
More care is being exercised in fum- 


igation this year than ever before, ac- 
cording to these 
company officials. 


There is a determination to get a good 
cleanup this year. 
Reports from the Owl corporation 


and from the Pacific E & H corpora- 
tion in Los Angeles, these being the 
two 
concerns supplying 
fumigating 


materials, are that the southern coun- 
ties outside of Los Angeles county are 
using liquid cyanide almost exclusively. 
There is no use of the cyanofumer and 
pots in Orange, San Bernardino, River- 
side, San Diego and coast counties, it 
is stated. Cyanofumers and pots are be- 
ing used to a very large extent in the 
east end of Los Angeles county, parti- 
cularly in the Covina, Charter Oak and 
Pomona districts. The Pomona fumiga- 
tion is being carried on almost entirely 
with the use of the cyanofumer, which 
means that solid egg cyanide is being 
employed. The R & H corporation 
states that about 21 per cent of the 
fumigation this year is being done with 
egg cyanide, the remainder being liquid. 


Both plants supplying materials re- 


port that - there has been a greater 
amount of materials used so far this

CLAIM ARSENIC POISONING 
CAUSING GUM DISEASE 


A peculiar and apparently serious 


case of gumming of several young cit- 
rus trees in a Glendale city lot caused 
considerable concern to the owner who 
scraped and 
Bordeauxed tho gum 


pockets without results. It was learn- 
ed that the trees had been painted in 
spots, by the owner, with ant poison 
in the effort to control a severe infesta- 
tion of Argentine ants. This was un- 
doubtedly the cause of the injury which 
developed shortly after the poison was 
applied. 
. 
Other cases have been noted of sim- 


ilar injury to large citrus trees and to 
avocado trees where ant poison con- 
taining arsenic had been allowed to 
, drip from defective cans or paraffined 
i sacks onto the bark of the tree.

CITY TRUSTEES FIX 
MTE AT $1.45 


A tax-rate of $1.45, as against $1.55 


last year, has been fixed by the Coviua 
city board of trustees, this being placed 
upon a valuation of $1,550,000, raising 
a revenue of $22,475 for the expenses 
of the year. 


The valuation of last year was 


$1,480,000, raising a revenue of $22,000. 
The increase in valuation 
has 
been 


brought about through additional build- 
ing construction in the city, and also 
through a revaluation of some property 
on a slightly higher plane. 


Last year the general fund of the 


city was given one dollar of the general 
taxation, the same being the case this 
year. Last year it took twenty-three 
cents to handle the outstanding sewer 
bonds, but this has been clipped to 
nineteen cents this year, and all sewer 
bonds that were sold have been taken 
care of in this amount. 
Seventeen 


cents is provided this year for the park 
bonds and sinking fund, and nine cents 
for pat'k maintenance. The library re- 
ceives nineteen cents as against twenty 
cents last year. 


Last year there was an item of two 


cents for the building fund, the fire 
hall property, but it is not included 
this ye"ar, and will be handled through 
an accumulation of funds. Last year 
there was a tax of ten cents to take 
care of bonds of the municipal water 
plant, but it is now possible to strike 
out this item because the water dis- 
tribution has become self-sustaining, 
without an increase of the rate of $1.25. 
Although all other utilities were grant- 
ed increases during the war, including 
light, and gas, the Covina city water 
system did not raise rates, and has 
IK-en able to become, self-sustaining, at 
the same time maintaining the pre-war 
rate. 
The water rate outside of the 


city is $1.50. 


The sewer farm property is increas- 


ing its income and will take care of its 
own expenses this year. 
There is a. 


proposal to buy transportaton equip- 
ment with which to haul the garbage of 
the city every -day to this sewer farm.

COGSWELL TAKES STAND 


ON BOTJLEVARD UPKEEP 


Supervisor Cogswell advocates main- 


tenance by the county of boulevards 
built under the county bond act where 
they pass through incorporated cities, 
except in the main business portions. A 
special road tax for this purpose having 
been authorized by the last session ot 
the legislature. 


Wherever one travels over the high- 


ways the entrance to an incorporated 
city is indicated by the poor condition 
of the highway. 
The cities in this 


county arc so numerous, 
and 
then- 


boundaries so extended that a very 
large portion of ouv highway system 
is now within incorporated territory. 
These cities with their tax limit at, one 
dollar find it practically impossible to 
properly care for these through boule- 
vards with the great amount, of traffic 
which they carry and the heavy main- 
tenance cost entailed, he says. 


The greater portion of travel on these 


boulevards is by the public at largo 
rather than by the inhabitants of the 
cities through which they pass. 
Last year a resolution offered by 


Supervisor Cogewell was adopted by 
the board of supervisors, declaring that 
it would be their policy to assist the 
cities in the maintenance, of these boule- 
vards. In order that that promise 
might be made good, Supervisor Cogs- 
well is advocating the levying of a 
special road tax of 1% cents on the 
$100 upon all the property 
of 
the 


county, including the cities, to provide 


a fund for the maintenance of these 
boulevards. 


Supervisor Cogswell believes that 


this class of roads should be maintain- 
ed by the county, not only in justice 
to the cities, but in order that the 
traveling public may have good roads 
throughout the entire length of the 
county instead of only in patches as at 
the present time,'wherever these boule- 
vards pass through county territory. 
It seems a great waste of public money 
to allow those long stretches of boule- 
vards to disintegrate for leek of main- 
tenance, and the county is the only 
governing body that can provide such 
a maintenance fund, says Mr. Cogs- 
well. 


NEW ORANGE VARIETY 


BEARS CONTINUOUSLY 


Citrus fruit growers of Southern Cali- 


fornia appear greatly interested in re- 
cent reports as to the discovery of an 
orange tree that has been bearing fruit 
continuously for eight years. 


If reports are true as to the discov- 


ery of an ever-bearing orange tree in 
Avon Park, Florida, says one prominent 
citrus official, the entire orange indus- 
try of the country will undergo a rad- 
ical change. 
Still others believe that if there is 


as yet only one tree in growth, the 
time taken in propagating through bud 
wood would take so long, that by the 
time the trees are ready for planting 
in groves, all the orange growers of 
the country will have had time to pre- 
pare for the ctauge. 


That the situation would directly re- 


sult in a sweeping revolution of the or- 
ange industry in the state and nation, 
is the general belief among prominent 
orange growers and shippers of South- 
ern California. 


The tree which is causing the agita- 


tion among orange dealers has been 
discovered by horticulturists in a small 
grove at Avon Park, 
near 
Tampa, 


and to protect the specimen its pur- 
chasers have placed around it a heavy 
wire 20 feet in height and stationed 
guards day and night. 


The tree is about 15 years of age 


nnd its origin is a mystery. According 
to citrus experts, it has been in bear- 
ing continuously for eight years, but 
until recently its existence was un- 
known only to its owner and several 
neighbors, who thought that the tree 
was a freak of nature, and had no idea 
of its value. 


Several of south Florida's largest 


citrus growers have organized n syn- 
dicate, purchased the tree, leased the 
ground upon which is stands nnd are 
already taking steps to develop its 
possibilities by propagating through 
bud wood, with the expectation of hav- 
ing 250,000 tre-es ready for setting out 
in groves by J923. 
The fruit in outward appearance is 


that of a Valencia, except that it is 
slightly more oblong than that variety. 
The meat in texture and quality is that 
of a perfect Valencia, the variety that 
brings the top price on the market.

A very significant proposal is to be 


made to the people of California at 
the coming election a year from Novem- 
ber. 


It i.i so important, and is such a 


courageous proposal that I believe that 
all thinking people should begin to 
study \t now, and continue to study it 
for the coming year. 


I refer to the initiative amendment, 


to appear on the gubernatorial ballot, 
to be known as California's Water and 
Power Act. It proposes to place the 
development and distribution of water 
and power in the hands of the people 
instead of continuing to allow corpora- 
tion to exploit these natural resources. 
Tr"i» water of the state belongs b3" in- 
herent right to the people. And power 
from water, being a 
by-product 
of 


water, also belongs to the people. 


The man who runs 
his 
irrigating 


pump by electricity and lights his house 
by the same method is now paying 
1.500 to 2.000 per cent above the actual 
cost of producing this electric energy 
and supplying it. 
Corporations are 


carrying a load of eight per cent in- 
terest, on practically every cent they 
put into their business. 
They 
arc 


operating competitive systems, with 
duplicating lines and equipment. In 
many instances they are paying enor- 
mous and unnecessary salaries. 
And 


on top of their high operating costs 
they are charging as much as they can 
possibly get. They are constantly pad- 
ding their physical valuations in spite 
of attempts on the part of the 
commission to pare it down, 
their physical valuations the rates to 
the consumer must be fixed, so that the 
corporations may make a percentage of 
profit. 
It is a constant struggle be- 


tween the people, represented by the 
state railroad commission and the cor 
porations, as to how much valuation to 
placo on corporation property in order 
to fix a rate, and it is a well known fact 
that corporations are able, 
in 
most 


i cases, to so skillfully pad the valua- 
tions as to force the rate they desire. 
This has been the loophole in the form 
of commission control, through which 
the corporations have escaped from a 
fair rate to the consumer. It is an 
old story, known to every municipality 
and to every group of people that ha"s 
faced the situation and found the fruits 
of investigation so bitter in the past 
years. 


But the incredible thing about the 


situation is that the people have allow- 
ed corporations to sell to them a com- 
modity which the}' already owned, and 
to sell it at a high price. Corporations 
say they are selling service, not a com- 
modity. This is true. The corporations 
own no water, and they cannot be said 
to own power that is made from water 
that they do not own. But the people 
have allowed them to use their water 
for the purpose of establishing aj'water- 
distributing system or an hydroelectric 
system, and the corporations have taken 
advantage of the situation and have 
become so powerful that regulation of 
their rates has proven in most cases 
to be a farce. 


RETURN TO OWNERS. 


There is a way by which the people 


of the state may return to the original 
condition. They can vote to empower 
the state to develop water and power 
for them, and that is what this propos- 
ed initiative means. 


Under this amendment to the con- 


stitution when passed, any 
county, 


city, city nnd county, municipal cor- 
poration, irrigation district, public util- 
ity district, municipal utility district, 
electric lighting district, water district 
or other public corporation, operating 
for the people, may petition- the state 
to acquire for them or to build for them 
a water or power, or water and power 
system. 
The water and power board, 


which is created by the amendment, 
will pass upon the proposal, and if it 
is feasible the proposal will be acted 
upon favorably and bonds will be issued 
by the state, backed by its own credit, 
which bonds will make possible the 
building of the project at cost and the 
delivery of the commodity to the con- 
sumer at cost. 


All rt.tes for water and power will 


then be made on the cost basis, not. 
upon the amount of money involved 
plus a profit of eight .per cent, as is 
now the case. 
It will also be a fact 


that there will be an actual knowledge- 
of the physical quantity in the proper- 
ties involved, something which 
has 


never yet been possible. This is very 
highly important. 


In applying to the state for a water 


and power system, or one of either, the 
city or political subdivision or irriga- 
tion district will agree to use the com- 
modity at a price fixed by the state, 
which will provide for interest, main- 
tenance, operaton, a reserve, and which 
will also retire the bonds issued for 
that particular project at the end of 
fifty years, these bonds bearing inter- 
est at not more than six 
per 
cent. 


There will be no 
dividends because 


there will be no stockholders. 
There 


will be no sinking fund beyond the re- 
serve fun; there will be no piling up 
of funds from the receipts in order to 
make extensions, as is the case under 
corporation control, 
bi- iinunccd through 
which the persons involved will be the 
people in the 
particular 
subdivision 


that is being served, and the .state of 
California. 
The bonds may be retired 


in twenty-five years if the people enter- 
ing into the contract wish to make 
this provision. 


NOT TO DISTURB RIGHTS. 


The amendment will not in any way 


jeopardize any existing rights "which 


any company, irrigation 


All projects will 
a bond issue in 


held 


district or political subdivision in tin- 
water of the state. Rigid safeguards 
against the invasion, of any private or 
public rights now existing' are written 
into the proposed act. 


The issue of bonds for these projects, 


will not, impose general taxes upon the 
people. While the credit of the state 
of California may be used to back the 
issuance of bonds to the extent of a 
half billion dollars, only those people 
who form themselves into a political 
subdivision or district and petition the 
state, asking that the state build and 
distribute to them water and power or 
water or power, will cover the cost 
incurred. Those people will be obligat- 


cd to retire the bonds that are made 
necessary through the building of the 
system. 
At the time that the bonds 


are retired the system that has been 
built by the bonds becomes the prop- 
erty of the people who have retired 
the bonds. 


In other words, the state of Califor- 


nia proposes to use its credit to fin- 
ance projects for the people instead 
of 
allowing corporations 
to 
obtain 


credit at high rates of interest and 
operate systems which must pay for 
high interest rates and large profits. 
The state will act as a non-profit in- 
stitution, and at a low rate of interest. 
Yon who are familiar with the methods 
employed by the fruit 
growers 
and 


other agricultural associations will sec 
the point at once, inasmuch as the peo- 
ple, through the state, will be operating 
public utility systems, building them 
and making it possible for the people 
to eventually own them, just as fruit 
is now taken into an association and 
sold by a central selling organization 
which charges only the bare cost of 
selling. 


HAS STRONG- BACKING. 


This proposed amendment has been 


prepared during the past six months 
through the earnest cooperation of hun- 
dreds of California's best citizens, in- 
cluding the representatives of cities, 
who have had a committee in constant 
conference, chosen by the League of 
Municipalities. The movement is head- 
ed by William Kent, ex-congressman 


state's most 
progressive 
statesmen. 


Rudolph Spreckles of San Francisco, 
John Randolph Haynes of Los Angeles 
is vice-chairman, a man who Mas had 
much to do with the progressive trend 
of state politics in past years. Horace 
Porter, a Congregational minister, now 
mayor of Riverside, who has been thrice 
elected to that office in that city, is 
secretary.

FARMERS OF COUNTY 


As a result of a series of aemaiode dem- 
on! srat ions recently conducted in the 
county by the agricultural extension 
service, it was found that root knot 
or nematodo is seriously damaging the 
truck crop industry of Hie county. 


"Due to the difficulty in controlling 


this past great care should be taken by 
all growers who purchase any nursery 
trees, tubers, bulbs, cuttings or plants. 
These should be inspected by the horti- 
cultural commission before setting out. 


Melons, sugar beets and tomatoes 


are being seriously damaged this sum- 
mer, 
causing the vines to wilt with a 


loss of the crop. The nematode affects 
the roots, causing tortuous knots of 
varying sizes to occur on a few or all 
the roots. Growers are advised to get 
in touch with the farm advisor or^fcor- 
ticultural commission for assistance re- 
garding this 'peat.

Dana Ring Returns From Survey 


of Citrus Markets in Europe 


In Spain more oranges are grown 


than in California and Florida together, 
and the Murcia district in particular 
produces a fine type of fruit, according 
to- a statement made this week by Dana 
C. King, orange sales agent for tho Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Growers Exchange, who 
has just returned from an extended 
visit to Europe, in the interests of tho 
widening of the California fruit mar- 
ket in foreign countries. 


The California man also says that 


South Africa is rapidly becoming a big 
factor in the growing of oranges, more 
so than in years past, on account of 
Very large plantings, and the efforts by 
England and South Africa to interest 
Englishmen in horticulture following 
the war. 


Mr. King left in the middle of June 


and returned a few daya ago. Last fall 
the Holland-American line put three 
refrigerator boats into commission, to 
ply between Puget Sound points and 
England and Holland, with apples and 
oranges among the principal refriger- 
ated fruits. 
The Exchange had been 


making Valencia shipments this year 
by this line. Some fruit from the San 
Gabriel Valley, especially from Charter 
Oak has been shipped, making the jour- 
ney in thirty-five days. There is to bo 
an increase in the fleet of ships to make 
these trips, the Holland-American and 
tho Royal Mail steamship companies 
announcing that they will allocate nine 
ships for this business, Mr. King said. 


The rail rates in the United Kingdom 


are very high, Mr. King said. Passen- 
ger rates aro seven cents per mile, and 
the freight rates from the docks to Lon- 
don, and interior points are equally 
high. 
The railroads aro this month 


passing out of the hands of the govern- 
ment, after war control, he said, and 
transportation has undergone all the 
difficulties that the United States has 
experienced, 
with 
many 
additional 


drawbacks that were not met with in 
this country. 


MT. King visited all the important 


markets, including London, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Hull, Birmingham, Manches- 
ter, Amsterdam, Antwerp, Brussels and 
Paris. He did not visit the Seandma. 
vian countries, but states that there is 
some prospect for a market for Cali- 
fornia oranges in those countries as evi- 
denced by. demand. The London repre- 
sentative of the Exchange visits these 
countries frequently. 


The rate of exchange between Euro- 


pean countries and the United States 
has been fluctuating and is a deterrent 
to transcontinental business, he said. 
He received some very clear ideas as to 
the future competition that can be ex- 
pected in the orange industry so far 
as European markets are concerned. 


GEEAT SPANISH CROPS. 


Spanish orange growers very nearly 


went broke during the war, but in the 
three years following the war they have 
practically paid off all debts and have 
made money, he said. There are ex- 
tensive new plantings. 
Tho Murcia 


district grows a very fine type of fruit, 
packed well in containers that are fifty 
percent larger than our boxes. The 
fruit is grown under low costs, and the 
transportation is relatively low. The 
Spanish growers have an exchange rate 
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Tho people are not educated to eat 
fruit in the continuous quantities that 
we eat here. Fruit has always been 
high there. While a European country 
may contain an immense population, the 
buying power is very low per capita. 
Only the middle class and the wealthy 
can be depended upon as continuous 
consumers of fruit. The wealthy classes 
have also been fearfully hit during the 
war. 
Some great estates have been 


sold. There are instances of titled gen- 
tlemen living in one room of their great 
castles, with one servant. 


EXTREME DROUGHT. 


There has beeri an extreme drought 


this year in Europe, lasting for nearly 
one hundred days. The far famed green 
hills of Plymouth have been a, parched 
brown all summer. Tho English downs, 
so famous for their green condition pre- 
sented a dead and dried aspect, the 
worst that has been encountered in the 
history of the island. The grain crops 
have 
been 
good, however, as the 


drought did not set in until the grain 
was well along toward maturity. The 
extreme heat made travelling very un 
pleasant for tho most of the time. 


Mr. King brings back a report that is . 


optimistic so far as the gradual increase ' 
in European markets for fruit is con 
corned. 
Ho believes that steady ap 


plication to those markets will bring 
results, but that much of the success 
will rest with tho adjustment of ex- 
change rates, and in the securing of 
favorable freight rates to European 
ports. 
With increased production in 


California the citrus growers of this 
state must be continually searching for 
a wider market, he asserts. In Europe 
he sees a future were the California 
citrus fruit can take its place, provided 
normal economic conditions are restor- 
ed. Values abroad and at home are not 
governed by exactly the 
same con 


ditions and at the present time the buy 
ing power is much greater here than 
on tie other side and this in the future 
will necessarily largely govern the, ef- 
forts to do business in the United King- 
dom and Europe. 
He does not hesi- 


tate to say, however, that the situation 
is complicated, and that it will call for 
all the ingenuity of which the American 
business man is possessed. 


During his stay in France Mr. King 


spent several days in riding through 
the battle area, visiting some of the 
•fields were American troops partici- 
pated in the fighting.

Facts showing the absolute need of 


a tariff of four cents per pound on un- 
shelled walnuts have been presented 
to the senate finance committee by C. 
Thorpe, general manager of the Cali- 
fornia Walnut Growers' Association. 


At a meeting arranged by Senator 


Johnson of California, and at which 
Senator Shortridgo and Representative 
Lineberger were present, Mr. Thorpe 
outlined the need of protection for the 
industry. 
" These gentlemen, representing the 


great walnut growing industry of_ Cali- 
fornia come here asking a tariff of 
four cents per pound on unshelled wal- 
nuts, exactly what they know is need- 
ied to protect that industry,'' Senator 
Johnson told the committee. 
-.;• •f'-.Vhay &o ..not, come here with tie 
view of requesting twice as much as 
needed in the anticipation of their re- 
quest being cut in half. They are ask- 
ing that which they know is necessary 
to protect their industry," 
Senator 


Johnson continued. 


The case of the walnut growers was 


presented by Mr. Thorpe, showing the 
advantage held by the oriental produc- 
ers in raising and marketing their pro- 
duct. 
The general principles governing a 


protective tariff are so well understood 
as to require no discussion but the 
state of California furnished a notable 
example of the creation of great and 
important industries through the work- 
ings of a protective tariff system. 
In 


the Dingley tariff there were about 80 
articles produced in California 
upon 


which a protective duty was placed, 
among them was walnuts. 


As a result of this policy of protec- 


tion there are now in California 84,700 
acres devoted to the production of wal- 
nuts and representing an investment 
of over $110,000,000. The cost of pro- 
ducing walnuts in America at the pres- 
ent time, exclusive of interest on in- 
vested capital, is 15 cents per pound. 
The cost of labor in producing these 
walnuts is over C5 per cent of the tqtal 
production cost, or nearly 10 cents a 
pound. On the other hand, the cost in 
France is 2 cents a pound, in Italy 1 
cent a pound and in China less than 1 
cent a pound for labor. These are the

Greater than the crop of any pre- 


ceding year by over 4000 cars, the Val- 
encia orange harvest of 1921, despite a 
large percentage of small sizes, has 
proved most satisfactory to the grow- 
ers. Twelve thousand cars have moved 
eastward and northward, and by boat, 
and over 7,000 more are to go. 


Mother Nature has once more placed 


California in the front rank of provi- 
dent producers by raising for the or- 
ange grower this year a crop of both 
small-sized navels and Valencias. 


When the navel crop was coming on 


this season, and it was observed that 
practically all sections!, were producing 
a large percentage of small-sized or- 
anges, growers were rather doubtful as 
to tho marketing possibilities of a small 
California orange. People had become 
so accustomed to buying larger oranges, 
many argued, that they,, would have to 
be educated to the use of the small 
fruit. 
The process of education was one that 
was easily accomplished by retailers 
of the -country in a short time. The 
.method was a simple one when. analysed 
by students of economics., ^In fact, one

Small-sized California oranges were 


prominently displayed in the windows 
of the retailers of the country, and 
consumers were urged to buy them in 
larger than dozen lots, as they had 
been accustomed to do with the larger 
oranges. 
Oranges were offered in odd 


lots at bargain prices, to stimulate the 
movement of this unusually large crop 
of small oranges. 
The bargain appeal to the consumer 


worked. 
The grower moved greater 


quantities of fruit into 
the 
various 


markets of the United States than had 
ever before been heard of. The jobber 
and retailer profited on the deal with 
increased business, which turned rapid- 
ly and afforded quick prpfits. The con- 
sumer profited because he was able to 
•purchase greater quantities of oranges, 
equal in quality and flavor to the larger 
oranges, but offered at slashed prices. 
In fact, tho whole navel deal fitted 
in with the general trend of retrench- 
ment of expenses which was sweeping 
the country, and is still being felt in 
commercial circles.

LEADER DIES SUDDENLY

Ervin S. Chapman, D. D., LL. D., 


foV many years superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League of California and 
originator of the " Stainless Flag" na- 
tional movement, died Tuesday at the 
Southland hotel, Los Angeles', where 
he had been living this summer. Dr. 
Chapman, who was 83 years old, was 
stricken Sunday with heart disease. 


Dr. Chapman was superintendent of 


the California Anti -Saloon League and 
editor of its official organ, the Search- 
light, from 1898 to 1914, and for a 
part of that time ho also was superin- 
tendent of the league in Oregon. His 
headquarters was in Oakland and also 
in Los Angeles. Dr. Chapman's resi- 
dence was in Berkeley, but' he main- 
tained an office in the California build- 
ing in Los Angeles. 
The author of many books, Dr. Chap- 


man gained national repute with his 
pamphlet, "A Stainless Flag," an argu- 
ment for prohibition in which he de- 
clared it a disgrace that a government 
should sanction the liquor traffic. There 
were 3,000,000 copies sold. 
He wrote 


several other books and pamphlets on 
the liquor question. His "Latest Light 
on Abraham Lincoln" attracted much 
attention. 
. 
Dr Chapman, a native of Ohio, ob- 


tained degrees at Westfield (111.) col- 
lege, Lebanon valley (Pa.) college and 
Otterboin (O.) university. 
Early in 


his life he was a clerk in the United

Brethren of Christ church, but later 
was tranefered to

church and was pastor of churches in 
Ohio, Wyoming and California.

To rush its development program for 


deriving electric power from streams 
in the high. Sierras, the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company has made ap- 
plication to the state railroad commis 
sion for a certificate of public neces 
sity in order that it may immediately 
start the construction of another onor 
mous power plant in the Big Creek 
finn Joaquin river water shed. 
This 


new plant, which will be known as 
Big Creek number three, will generat 
from and reuse the waters from Hunt 
ington and Shaver lakes after they have 
passed through the three big power 
'houses on Big Creek and the San Joa- 
quiii river. 


District Manager Fred Schwartz re- 


ceived notice yesterday . from. G. C. 
."Wardj vice president of the. Southern 
California Edison Company, in charge 
of construction, that the force of 2,500 
trained men under Manager of Con- 
struction E. R. Davis, who on August 
11 completed Big Creek power house 
number eight, which has a capacity of 
30,000 horsepower, will move six miles 
down the San Joaquin river and, begin, 
work on the new property. This plant 
will have an initial capacity x>f 70,000 
horsepower, and an ultimate capacity 
of 200,000 and will be brought into 
service early in 1923. 


In describing this important con- 


struction 
work, 
District 
Manager 


Schwartz says that a division dam will 
be constructed on the main San Joa- 
quin river at a point just below the 
discharge from power house number 
eight, and the water so diverted will be 
conducted through a tunnel line approx- 
imately six miles in length and twenty- 
three feet in diameter, to the intake 
of the power house. The output dur- 
ing 1923 of the initial installation of 
power house number three will effect a 
saving of a million barrels of fuel oil 
which would otherwise have to bo con- 
sumed in steam plants to produce tho 
equivalent amount of electrical energy.

the main San Joaquin river, Big Creek 
power house number three also has 
available to it at the

HARDEN WELL ON DIDIER 


RANCH IS PLOWING OIL 


Puente Journal: 
The developments 


at the Barden well on the Didier ranch 
last week are interesting and give 
promise of shortly demonstrating that 
the Puente field is one worthy of inten- 
sive development. The hole which had 
been cemented in was cleaned out and 
a pump installed. Oil, water and sand 
were pumped out for some time anc 
then the sand clogged the pump and ii 
was removed. The well then began a 
natural flow and the analysis showed 
18 per cent fine sand, 30 per cent water 
and 
f>2 per cent oil. The flow will 


average about 25 barrels per days. The 
process of thoroughly cleaning out the 
well will be pushed and when the.inter- 
ference of sand and water are eliminat- 
ed, a well pumping several hundred 
barrels of oil per day is a probability. 
The oil is of high gravity and those who 
have investigated are sure a paying 
sand has been encountered. 


Tho St Helen's well on the Gafnier 


lease has been spudded in. This well 
is expected to be drilled to the oil 
sand within 60 days. 
The outfit is 


one of the best in the field and ex- 
perienced drillers have charge of the 
drilling. Two wells are to be drilled 
on the Didier land also within a short 
time. 


The Puente-Superior Co., who have 


the lease on the 
Rowland-Sanchez- 


Yorba tract, are planning to erect a 
derrick soon. 


The Pasadena-Puente hole is down 


1000 feet, with continued showings. A 
well was drilled in the early days just 
about 200 feet from the present hole 
and oil was found in considerable quan- 
tity, but owing to the low price of 
crude and the difficulty of transporta- 
tion, the prospect was never worked 
commercially.

Report on Water Shipments 


Offering to charter six vessels for the 


use of the fruit growers of California, 
equipped -with, the system of cold air 
refrigeration adopted by the govern- 
ment during the war, the United States 
Shipping Board is awaiting the action 
of the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change and other interested concerns, 
according to a report made this week to 
the Exchange directorate by C. S. Whit- 
comb of Glendora, who is vice-presi- 
dent of the Exchange. 


Mr. Whitcomb's statement concern- 


ing the government vessels is included 
"Sin a report which covers a complete in- 
vestigation of all phases of proposed 
water transportation 
for 
California, 


perishable fruits, and is the result of 
his personal work in eastern states 
since May 27. He was on the Atlantic 
seaboard for three months, and has 
just returned. 


The Pacific Coast Produce Associa- 


tion, recently organized largely for the 
purpose of studying transportation pro- 
blems, elected Mr. Whitcomb as its 
president just before his 
trip east. 


This association includes a great amount 
of the perishable fruits of California 
and the northwest, the apple crop of 
Oregon and Washington being a sig- 
nificant factor. 
Mr. Whitcomb spent 


his entire summer in conferences with 
the officials of all the principal coast- 
wise steamship companies, and with the 
members of the federal shipping board. 
All steamship companies were inter- 
ested in the proposal to fit out vessels 
with refrigeration in order to transport 
the great citrus, apple and diversified 
fruit crops of the Pacific coast, he said, 
and it has resulted in some tentative 
offers and proposals. 
' 


Some of the steamship companies are 


closely affilatcd with the railroads, ho 
said, and these were merely interested 
and unresponsive. Other companies in 
his opinion could not raise the necess 
ary capital for the fitting out of the 
boats in the proper manner, while stil 
other companies, some of them of. grea 
importance have made tentative offers 
upon which the fruit organizations of 
the Pacific Coast will be asked to act 
Mr. Whitcomb's plan had as its basi 
(as a start) the equipping by these com 
panics of 5 ships each, with a capacity 
per vessel of 150 cars of citrus fruits 
or & water transportation service that 
would care for at least ten percent of 
the California citrus crop. There are 
three steamship companies now care- 
fully considering the question, but aa 
yet have not reached the point where 
there is tangible program to act upon. 


SHIPPING BOARD PLANS. 


With the federal shipping board Mr. 


Whitcomb received an agreement, in 
which six ships may be chosen by the 
fruit growers from the present shipping 
board fleet, under what is known as 
a bare boat charter, which means the 
taking of the boats us th«y are at the 
present time. The maximun capapcity 
of each vessel would be 160 cars, with 
additional space for a general cargo of 
imperishable 
freight. 
Each 
vessel 


would be able to make seven trips each- 
year, six of which would be during the. 
citrus shipping season. 
This would 


care for ten percent of the citrus ship- 
ments, but Mr. Whitcomb points out 
that this ten percent would be fifty per- 
ent of the citrus shipments to Boston, 
Philadelphia and New York. 
These 


lercontages are based on the shipments 
f the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
hange. 
In the event that the shipping board 


vessels were taken over, it is proposed 
o form what may be known as the Pro- 
ducers' 
Steamship Company, which 


would land fruit in the eastern ports 
at about the same consumed time as is 
now consumed by the railroads. It is 
not proposed that this company would 
>o a subsidiary organization of the Ex- 
change,at this time, as is the ease with 
the Growers' Supply Company, but that 
t be made a separate corporation, with 
a capitalization of five million dollars, 
;wo millions of which would be issued 
;o the public, preferably among citrus 
growers. The remaining three millions 
ivould be held under agreement that it 
may be assumed by the Exchange with 
in three years, and then to handle it a 


subsidiary organization of the Ex

change. The Growers Supply Company 
now "furnishing box shook and other 
necessities to the Exchange through a 
cooperative method, will be entirely 
free of debt and selfsustaining in cverj 
way in two years, it is stated. 


These vessels would make their horn 


port at San Pedro, and would be sup 
plied with the fruit by truck. It i 
proposed that the merchants and man 
ufacturers of the southern part of the 
state be interested in this corporal ion, 
so that a large amount of the general 
merchandise shipped to and from the 
coast would be included in these ship 
bottoms. 
ANOTHER COMPANY PROPOSAL. 
Mr. Whitcomb secured another agree- 


ment with the Prentiss N. Gray Com- 
pany, one of the great forwarding com- 
panies of the United States, in which 
they would operate the ships on a pcr- 
'centage basis, and would invest $100,- 
000 in this shipping business. 
This 


arrangement is tentative. It would re- 
quire about two million dollars in capi- 
tal on the part of the shippers of the 
Pacific Coast, which would be a small 
amount when distributed among the 
peopjle interested, Mr. Whitcomb said. 
'' The tax on amusements in Loa Ang- 


eles alone amounted to that sum,"' 
Mr. Whitcomb remarked. 
While on his trips to Washington MY. 


Whitcomb, in addition to his confer- 
ences with the members of the shipping 
board, also met and conferred with 
Senator Johnson, Senator Shortridge, 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover, Con- 
gressman Liueberger and Osborne, and 
with other representatives from the 
Pacific Coast.
